St. Louis, April 14.— Four negroes | 
are known to be dead, a number in- j 
jured, one seriously, and three miss 
Ins, following a tornado which wrecked 
the town of Valles Mines, Mo., forty J 
miles southwest of here. 
News of the storm, which damaged 
much property, tore up trees, paralyzed 
wire communication and blocked rail­ 
roads, was first received at Festus 
Mo. 
A train crew raced over the rails 
of the Mississippi River and Donne 
Herre railroad from Valles Mines, car 
rying terrified passengers out of the 
danger zone. 
Relief parties from Festus tried to 
reach the stricken town, but found the 
roads blocked by high water. 
It is be­ 
lieved that a second storm visited the 
place, as the one which demolished 
Cadet, Mo., ten miles south of Valles 
Mines, was reported from De Sota as 
sweeping in that direction. 
A terrific wind, hail and thunder 
storm, accompanied by a heavy down­ 
pour of rain, swept over this city, 
causing many thousands of dollars oi 
damage and indirectly three deaths. 
The dead include a driver of a team 
of mules who, with his mules, was 
electrocuted by running into a live 
wire, a woman 
who succumbed to 
fright and another woman who was 
killed in a runaway. 
The horse she 
was driving took fright during the 
storm. 


Elevator Blown Into River. 


Houses were blown down in the out­ 
skirts of the city and in the extreme 
north end an eight-story elevator con­ 
taining 1,000,000 bushels of wheat, val­ 
ued at $750,000, was blown into the 
Mississippi river. 
The damage was particularly heavy 
in the West End, North Side and in 
St. Louis county, where many green­ 
houses were demolished by the hail­ 
stones, which 
measured 
more than ! 
two inches 
in diameter. 
The city j 
parks were denuded of plants, and 
flowers in the city's greenhouses were j 
destroyed. 
The storm came as thousands were : 
on their way home from down town. I 
As windows in the street cars were I 
broken the excitement approximated 
a panic.
